At about the same time a « special adviser 1 
was assigned to President Just as PalecJriLs, in the person of Alexander Trof- 
imov, who is known to be an MG\B officer and who, officially, acts as 2nd 
Secretary of the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party* 

58 Towards the end of May also the influential head of the Lithuanian Labor 
Cadres*, DaniX Suplkov, was removed from his office* He has since disappeared* 
It is an open guess that his disappearance is also connected with this purge* 
Supikov was responsible for the deportation of Lithuanian political prisoners 
to concentration camps and to forest work in Siberia,, and for the recruitment
